The accounts of relief operations |aid before the committee, shewed a total of 15.406 
persons relieved by gratuitous distribution of food from the 1st to the 28th March 1874, at 
the four centres of Coddea, Soorool, Sekedda (Mouressur), and Labpore, giving an average 
of 513 persons daily. The number of persons in receipt of thread, cotton, and advances, 
was shewn to be 148%, and the money expended up to the 4th April amounted to 
Rs, 2,895-15-104, inclusive of the Rs. 1,000 advanced for purchase and storage of 1,000 
maunds of rice at Soorool. The relief fund at the disposal of the committee amounts to 
Rs. 18,570-9-9, exclusive of the sums received from Government.* w 

It was resolved— 

(1.) That, with a view to extend further the relief operations of the district, a relief 
centre be opened at Batikar (Shahapore), under the superintendence of Baboo Protap 
Chunder Shinba, and that a small quantity of rice (10 maands) be placed in each thana 
and outpost for distribution to the destitute. 

(2) That Doctor R. A. Barker, J. M. Simpson, Baboos Romaprosunno Shingha 

‘Pleader), Ram Brahmo Sircar, of Soorool, Protap Chunder Shinha, of Batikar, the several 
‘oonsifs and Sub-Iuspectors of the district, and Baboo Girish Chunder Bandopadhyaya, 
of Labpore, be appointed additional members of the committee. The last-named member 
rating with Moonshée Golam Rosul im superintending the relief operations at Labpore. 

(3.) ‘That the Traffic Manager of the East India Railway Company be requested to be 
80 good as to permit the station-masters of Bulpore, Amudpore, Synthia, and Mullarpore, 
to be put upon the relief committee, and to allow the use of the railway godowns for 
storing up grain, if necessary. 

(4) That Baboo Dwarkanath Chukrobotty and the Revd. Mr. Hobbs form a sub- 
committee to supply cotton to distressed sromen in the neighbourhood of the town, who 
will receive advances of 8 annas, with half seer of cotton, to be returned in the shape of thread. 

(6.) Resolved, on the motion of the Revd. Mr. Hobbs, that an allowance of Rs. 4, 
monthly be given, through Mr. Hobbs, for the relief. of: Surja Shaoo, Udoy Shaoo, and 
Koonjo Lal Shaoo, sons of Kali Prosad Shaoo, deceased, from April. 

(7.) Received an application, submitted by Moulvi Montazally, giving the names of 
225 Mghomedan women, residents of the town of Soory and suburbs, who are said to be in 
distress, and want relief in the shape of food or cotton-supply for spinning, and it w: 
resolved, with refexence thereto, that Moonshee Abdoor Rub, Judge’s Nazir, and Assiroodin® 
Khan, Nazir of the Collector, be requested to report on the condition of each person namad 
in the list, and that these gentlemen be invited to join the committee.
